West's son-in-law, Talbot 
Fcild, Sr., of Texarkana, it was 
learned that such was not the caso, 


With the information supplied by 


Mr. Feild, we found that Capi 
West came to Hope in 1876 after 
working on steamlboats since ho 
was 16 years of age, He was every, 
thing from cabin boy to captain of 
his own boat in the course of time. 


Like Mark Twpin with whom 


C»pt, West had worked during 
their i/arly years on the'sarnc boat, 
he felt the charm, and fascination 
of a steamboat whistle, Jt is said 
that he brought one of his favorite 
steamboat whistle with him on ar- 
riving in Hope, as he came with
